The Board of Health m et last night, 
Drs. J. H . Davisson, M. Hagan, Jos 
kortz, Mr. E . T. W right and H ealth 
Officer Dr. McGowan present. 
Mayor 
Hazard announced his inability to be in 
attendance early in the evening, and 
Clerk Robinson failed to appear at the 
appointed hour, but after the board and 
reporters bad waited in the corridor for 
thirty minutes, the secretary was sum­ 
moned by telephone and an entrance 
was effected into the Mayor’s office. Dr. 
M. Hagan was elected temporary chair­ 
man and the meeting was called to order. 
R. Y. McBride’s demand for $30.50, 
which had been referred to the board by 
the Council, was approved. 
Two demands 
were also 
received 
through the Council from John Farrell, 
amounting to $136, for removing and 
bnrying dead animals daring the months 
of December and January last. The 
m atter provoked a good deal of discus­ 
sion, and it being understood that the 
fees for this purpose should have been 
collected from the persons to whom the 
animals belonged, the bills were returned 
to Farrell for correction. 
The garbage contract of J. F. Donegan, 
which was in the hands of the Mayor for 
signature, was read by Clerk Robinson 
for the benefit of the board; and also 
provoked a lengthy discussion, but as the 
matter was notin the hands of the board 
no action was taken, although it was 
generally regretted th at the board could 
not recommend' the interpolating of a 
clause embodying the removal of dead 
animals in the contract, to take effect 
when Farrell’s contract expired. 
The petition of H. Marteen et al , 
calling the attention of the board to a 
pool of water on Bellevue avenue and 
New High streets, which had seeped 
from the old city cemetery on the south 
side of Bellevue aveDue between Cas telar 
and Rosas streets, and was a menace to 
the public health, was read. After a 
lengthy discussion, the m atter was re­ 
ferred to the Council with a recommenda­ 
tion that an ordinance be drawn up to 
prevent farther burials in the cemetery, 
as the only means of abating the 
nuisance. 
The Health Officer stated that he had 
been asked by the Odd Fellows to iBsue 
a general perm it allowing them to re­ 
move bodies from the cemetery of the 
organization at Band and Caetelar streets 
to the new one on Stevenson avenue, 
Boyle Heights. 
The m atter was dis­ 
cussed at some length and finally referred 
to the Health Officer, with power to act 
as he should deem best in his discretion. 
In response to a communication from 
the Salt Lake Medical society asking for 
a copy of the laws regulating the sani 
tary condition of the city, for the pur­ 
pose of framing laws for their own city, 
on motion of Dr. Kurtz, the board re­ 
quested the City Clerk to furnish the 
Health Officer with a copy of the city 
charter, to be forwarded to Salt Lake. 
The Health Officer brought up the 
m atter of the death of Mrs. L. F. Alau- 
zet, at No. 122 Aliso street, on the 3d 
instant, and suggested that it was the 
duty of the board to request, the Council 
to pass an ordinance requiring the regis­ 
tration of midwives. 
Oa motion of Dr. 
Kurtz, he was instructed to frame such 
an ordinance as he thought would cover 
his suggestion. 
Dr. Kurtz said that in the m atter of 
the nuisance being maintained by the 
Chinese at the Plaza, he thought th at if 
it was obligatory on white people to 
keep clean, it should also be so with 
Chinese; and, after talking the m atter 
over, the Health Officer was urged to 
abate the nuisance. 
Dr. McGowan said th at the Council 
had by the retrenchm ent ordinance cur­ 
tailed his force by two men, and as all 
four of his inspectors were good men and 
conscientious workers, he did not care 
to take the responsibility of dropping 
any of them . 
They were appointed 
by the board, and should be removed by 
it. 
Dr. Kurtz moved that W. R. Rob­ 
bins and 8. B. Stiles be discharged, but 
Dr. Davisson said that he was more 
inclined to retain men whose families 
wore dependent upon them , and moved 
to discharge Richard Carter and Stiles 
On the roll being called the motion was 
lost on a vote, and Dr. Kurtz having 
renewed his motion it was carried by 
vote of 3 to 1. 
The H ealth Officer filed his annual 
report, and the board adjourned. 


INDIAN TROUBLES. 


A I r e u c k m a n O r d e r e d t o L e a v e H l a 
L o c a t i o n . 
Mr. Geo. W. Durbrow, who is visiting 
the city, received the following telegram 
from In d io : 
“ Cabazon and a delegation of Indians 
met a Frenchm an, and gave him two 
days in which to leave. The French­ 
man says the Indians burned one wagon 
for him. No other damage was done the 
Frenchman here.” 
It appears that the Indians have been 
living several miles from Indio, on Gov­ 
ernm ent land which has not been set 
aside as an Indian reservation. The 
Frenchman settled on a portion of the 
land claimed by the Indians, and trouble 
began, with the result stated in the tele­ 
gram. 


OBJECTIONABLE TENANTS. 


R e g u l a t i o n s I s s u e d b y A r c h b is h o p 
R l o r d a n . 
The following regulations for Lent have 
been issued by Archbishop Riordan, of 
the Catholic C hurch: 
All the faithful who have completed 
their twenty-first year are, unless legiti­ 
m ately dispensed, bound to observe 
the fast of Lent. 
All days of Lent, Sundays excepted, are 
fast days of obligation on one meal. 
By dispensation granted August 3,1887, 
for ten years, flesh m eat is allowed at the 
principal meal of all days on Lent except 
Wednesdays, Fridays, Em ber Saturday 
and the Saturday of holy week. 
The use of flesh m eat and fish is for­ 
bidden at the same meal, even on Sun- 
da} s. 
At the collation it is perm itted to use 
bread, all kinds of fruit, vegetables and 
fish, and by dispensation granted Febru­ 
ary 9, 1887, for ten years, the use of 
butter, cheese, milk and eggs is also 
permitted. 
The use ojf lard is perm itted in pre­ 
paring food on all days throughout the 
year. 
W hen the principal meal cannot be 
taken at midday it may be taken in the 
evening, and the collation in the m orn­ 
ing­ 
All persons under 21 years or over 60 
years of age, those who are engaged in 
bard labor, the sick and convalescent, 
and those who cannot fast without injury 
to their health, are exem pt from the ob­ 
ligation of fasting. 
Those who are not bound to faet may 
use flesh m eat more than once each day 
on which its use is permitted. 
Those who have any reasonable doubt 
as to their obligation to fast or abstain 
should consult their confessor. 
The time for fulfilling the precept of 
Easter communion extends in the arch­ 
diocese from the first Sunday in Lent to 
the end of the octave of Pentecost. 
Tbe rectors of the diocese are requested 
to have 
Lenten 
devotions in their 
churches on Wednesday, Friday and 
Sunday evenings of each week. 


A B u i l d i n g S p o ile d 
b y s C h i n e s e 
L o t t e r y U a m e . 
About 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
Detective Auble arrested Ah Sing for 
selling lottery tickets at No. 5 Arcadia 
street. The Chinaman was taken to the 
station and registered, but was released 
from custody by depositing the sum of 
$40 to ensure his appearance in court this 
afternoon. R. M. Baker, the owner of 
the property in which the lottery game 
was being played, accompanied the de­ 
tective at the ’.ima of tbe arrest, and Vraa 
much disguated at the condition in 
which he fonud the place. The w in­ 
dows bad been knocked out and latticed, 
the doors all barricaded and m anipu­ 


lated, so that only those known to the 
Chinamen inside could be admitted by 
means of a system of strings aud pul­ 
leys, and a partition had been run up om 
the inside. 
A large hole had been cut in 
the flooring, in order to afford the wily 
heathens with a means of egress through 
the basement when threatened with ar­ 
rest, and altogether the place was in a 
state of demoralization.

Personally he had the great­ 
est objection to Chinamen as tenants, 
and be had not drawn any revenue from 
his Sanchez street property for years 
past, simply because he refused to allow 
them to occupy it.

THE SCHOOL BONDS. 


The committee of the Council on water 
rates met yesterday morning, Messrs. 
Summer land, McLain and Boneall pres­ 
ent, together with the following repre­ 
sentatives of the water companies: W. 
H. Perry and Wm. Caswell, of the Loe 
Angeles City Water Company; C. J. 
Richards, of the Kaet Side Water Com­ 
pany ; E. Galbraith, of the Weet End 
Board of Trade; Col. 0. E. Dailey and 
Messrs. Peter Niea, Merriman, Moss and 
others. 
The session was devoted to the diseñe 
sion as to whether the rates should be 
lowered or kept where they are at pres­ 
ent.Mr. Perry said he was willing to abide 
by any action of the company that was 
equitable and reasonable. He earnestly 
protested against any schedule which 
would prevent the Loe Angeles City Wa 
ter Company from earniDg less than six 
Eir cent, per year on their investment, 
e declared that the company was not 
getting at the present time 4>s per cent. 
It was a popular delusion, he said, that 
the water 
company was amassing 
wealth. The stockholders this year 
would have to reach into 
their 
pockets for $125,000. 
It would 
take five yearB for them to get even with 
their losses caused by the late flooda. 
He would be willing to stand the rates 
fixed for the Spring Valley Water Com­ 
pany in San Francisco. As for a meter 
rate the consumers would never stand 
It. It costs too much for meters which 
on account of corrosion have to be re­ 
placed every year or two. There was a 
great wastage of domestic water, he said, 
in Loe Angeles. As an instance of the 
waete, he stated that in June 2, 3 and 4, 
1886, Mr. Culver had carefully gauged 
the amount passing through the mains. 
He found that 3,000,000 gallons daily 
passed through. In the following August 
the people were taking 8,000,000 gallons 
daily. The waste of water had compelled 
the company to double their conduit ca­ 
pacity. He thought that it Bhould be 
understood that if the company’s contract 
with the city was impaired the city 
would lose its option on the old water 
works. Not a vestage of them was left, 
yet the option was worth $150,000. It 
could be sold for that sum. 
In answer to a question as to whether 
the waste which was alleged was not 
caused by an increased population, Mr. 
Perry said that the population had not 
doubled in four years. 
Mr. Galbraith said he favored giving 
the company rates that would be just to 
them, but he wanted the rates made 
reasonable ior the consumers. 
The 
people ought not to pay extortionate 
rates in order that the stockholders 
might be guaranteed dividends of six 
per cent. It was easy enough to prepare 
hocus pocas figures to show a big invest­ 
ment. The gentlemen who put their 
money into water stock took chances just 
aa they would in any other form of in­ 
vestment. 
Other men made invest­ 
ments and were glad to get three per 
cent. 
Mr. Perry said that he would sell all of 
hie water stock for 25 per ceut. less than 
its estimated value. 
G. J. Richards Baid his company, the 
Ease Bide Water Company, operated 
twelve miles of pipe. They had not re 
ceived one dollar in dividends. They 
could not afford to pay even a book­ 
keeper. Their entire force of employees 
consisted of one man on the pumps and 
one man to collect the bills. They had 
developed their own water. They simply 
wanted to be allowed to keep their money 
invested. If the ratee to be fixed were 
not to be reasonable they must go out of 
business. 
In answer to an inquiry as to what a 
reasonable water me:er rate was, Mr. 
Richards said he thought 50 cents per 
I,000 gallons was about right. 
Mr. Niles said he had uaed a meter 
and 50 cents was too much. He wouk 
rather pay $4 a month than be compelled 
to pay 50 cents a 1,000 gallons. 
Col. Dailey remarked that the repre 
sentatives of the water companies had 
invested their monev for profit. They 
had been increasing their plant all the 
time. And why? Because of the in 
creasing demand for their water, and 
the prospect thus opened for greater 
profits. He said he understood a new 
company was seeking a water franchise 
because they knew there was a profit in 
the business. He thought tne city 
should own its own water works. 
M. L. Wicks said that Stockton owned 
her water works, and the average charge 
to the consumers was $30 per annum. 
The Citizens Water Company had 2,600 
consumers. The collections averaged less 
than $2 a month each. He did not 
agree with Mr. Perry that the com 
panies here conld 
deliver water 
at the same rate as is charged in Ban 
Francisco. He had paid $9,460 last year 
for the oil used in fuel for nis boilers. 
He could stand the rate charged in Oak­ 
land or in Sacramento, where the water 
works are owned by the city. It waa use­ 
less to say that a small business conld be 
managed as economically as a large one. 
He would gladly see the rates scheduled 
according to the size of the houses. Tne 
superficial floor surface would be nearly 
as just a basis as could be got. As for 
sprinkling lawns, the proper basis should 
be the superficial area and not the foot 
frontage. Mr. Wicks 8aid he had $305.­ 
000 invested in his plant, not including 
Mr. Beandry’e losses. 
After some few minutes spent in farther 
argument, the committee adjourned until 
10 o’clock this morning. 
THE ORANGE MARKET. 
Large shipm ent* 
from Esrope. 
Price* Affected. 
Shipments of oranges from the Coast 
began in good earnest a little after the 
month of January,and continued for about 
weeks, until more than one-fourth of three 
the total crop had been sent out of the 
State. Riverside, it is said, has shipped 
nearly half oi its crop. 
The chances are that shipments will 
be very light for the next few weeks. 
The Eastern market has been consider­ 
ably weakened by the sadden importa­ 
tion of an immense quantity of oranges 
from the Mediterranean countries. In 
one week there was shipped into New 
Yor^ a larger quantity of oranges 
than the whole crop of California. The 
first pickings of the California crop are 
always under the disadvantage of being 
in competition with the Florida and the 


mayor Hazard Refuse* to Attach 
HI* Name to Them. 
Visitors to the city hall yesterday no­ 
ticed standing in the corridor a hand­ 
some burglar proof safe, and as it ap­ 
peared as if headed for the City Treas­ 
urer’s office the question arose as to 
what that official wanted with a safe 
when he had a steel vault with time 
locks. After a wnile it was rumored that 
the safe had been eent to the Treasurer 
by Mayor Hazard so that there could be 
no excuse that the vault waB not burglar 
proof, for the refusal by the Treasurer to 
keep the city money there, instead of at 
several bangs about the city. 
Mayor Hazard, when asked abont the 
safe, stated that he had ordered it sent 
to the City Treasurer's office for the 
purpose of storing the money to 
be derived by the sale of the 
$100,000 school bonds. He said that the 
vault without the safe was not fit to store 
the money, nut with the safe, which 
it|would take forty hours to drill through 
it would be better than any of the 
banks in the city. He farther stated 
that the school bonds recently Bold by 
the Council to the Southern California 
National Bank had been sent to him for 
signature, and he was not particularly 
desirous of placing another $100,000 
among the various baDks. He had in­ 
vestigated the matter of the city funds, 
*cd had found that $360,000 of the city 
money was kept by a number of banks 
which paid no interest. The city hadan 
opportunity to loan all of its money at 
the rate of 4% per cent, interest to the 
City Bank, Put one of the stockholders 
of a bank in which a part of 
the $360,000 
was deposited 
had 
stepped in and enjoined the city from 
obtaining an income from the interest, 
and he did not propose that these banka 
should get hold of any more of the 
city money and thus obtain funds with 
which to fight the city. For this reason 
he e lid he would refuse to sign the school 
bonds until he knew that the money 
derived from their sale was to go into the 
city vaults, or else be turned over to the 
city bank, where it would draw interest 
at the rate of 4}¿ per cent until used. 
He said later in the day that he was 
determined not to sign the bonde until 
he was certain that the cash was to be 
turned over to the City Treasurer 
and that the bonds would not bs 
merely turned over to the Southern Cali 
fornia Bank and a certificate of deposit 
itiven in exchange, the bank thus hav­ 
ing the iit>e of the money free until 
needed by the city. He said that he had 
talked the matter over with City Treas­ 
urer Johnson, and had told him that it 
was not right and that he would not sign 
the bonde until he knew the money was 
to be kept in the vault at the city hall. 
City Treasurer Johnson did not have 
much to say on the subject. He stated 
that he was afraid he and the Mayor 
could not agree if the Mayor expected to 
see the money in the safe be­ 
fore he 
signed the bonds. 
No 
banking institution would transact busi­ 
ness in that way; turn over the money 
before the bonds were signed. 
It was stated by several of the city offi­ 
cials that the Mtyor had no choice in the 
matter, and that under the law he was 
forced to sign the bonds. Section 7, of 
the act, approved March 19th last, says 
The said bonds shall be signed by the 
Executive of the municipality,” was re­ 
ferred to as conclusive on the matter. 
Mayor Hazard stated that the case 
might be carried into the courts, but he 
would not sign the bonds, except at the 
nd of the suit, or wheu he was certain 
that the money would ba kept in the 
vault or loaned out at interest. 
The fight is becoming interesting and 
is the all-absorbing topic in city hall 
circles.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 
Excursión* Camina—Llglit Freight 
N hipm e » t*. 
The excursion business is looking up 
and the prospect is that it will be fairly 
good through the rest of the season. The 
regular monthly excursion of the Ray 
mond-Whitcomb Company will get in to­ 
morrow. It consists of four well-filled 
sleepers An extra excursion under the 
same management will arrive about a 
week Is ter. 
General freight business on both the 
lines has been light this week. The 
orange shipments have fallen off consid­ 
erably. About one-fourth of the crop 
has been shipped. There will be a lull 
in the work of supplying the eastern 
market until it has assimilated the quan­ 
tity of fruit which has been received 
from this Coast and from the Mediter­ 
ranean countries. 
There will be about forty delegates to 
the Traffic Convention at Coronado next 
month, eighteen roads being represented. 
This is the first time that this organiza­ 
tion has ever met in Southern California. 
Richard Grey, the general traffic 
manager of the Southern Pacific, is in 
the city, staving at the Hollenbeck. He 
came down for the purpose of holding a 
conference wirh Air.

A train load of L. J. Rose’s horses will 
go north tomorrow.

A citizen of the East 8ide recently con­ 
tributed to the Exponent an interesting 
letter with regard to the mineral wealth 
of the country through which the Utah 
Central extension will pass. In it he 
says: At the time I went over the route 
little was known of the mineral wealth of 
the country, but I saw enough to con­ 
vince me that very rich deposits of gold, 
silver and iron lav hidden in the moun­ 
tains, but a lack of communication with 
the outside world prevented any exten 
sive prospecting I crossed a range of 
mountains in November, 1883, and 
before I could return, enow fell to euck 
dentb on the range that I had to remain 
until the next April before I could get 
out. During the long, cold winter I pros­ 
pected considerable, and not only found 
what I believed to be rich silver deposits, 
but one of the richest coal fields ever 
discovered in this western country. If 
the Utah road comes to Los Angeles, I 
would like to take some of the Lob An­ 
geles capitalists to the place, that the 
wealth of that isolated valley might flow 
into Southern California. Coal could be 
laid down here for $5 or $6 a ton, and at 
that price manufacturers would be en 
couraged to locate In oar midst. I am 
certain that $100,000 would be sufficient 
to open up mines that would be worth 
millions to California and those who

THE CURTIS KILLING. 
M r*. E n d e T ell* H e w H e r H a * , 
b aw d S h o t H e r B re th e r. 
In the trial of Phillip Engel for the 
murder of his brother-in-law, Charlee 
Curtis, at Lamanda Park, on November 
20th, last, nearly all day yesterday was 
taken np with the examination of Mrs. 
Engel, the wife of the defendant and the 
sieter of the man who was killed. After 
she told her story in direct examination, 
the Deputy Die’rict Attorney kept her 
under cross-examination for a long time. 
Her position was a most crying one, 
standing as she did, between her dead 
brother and her living husband. Her 
story was in the main and substantially 
in detail as the H erald prognosticated 
yesterday. The story of the spree after 
the marriage of the brother, the effort of 
Engel to get more wine, and his charg­ 
ing her with putting it into a vessel of 
vinegar were all narrated. 
Then 
Engel told he had lied to him, 
and that ehe 
could 
not 
read 
the Bible after doing so. He took the 
book and threw it into the yard, and 
she went to get it. He caught her by 
the sleeve oi her dress tightly to pre­ 
vent her doing so, but she said in a 
decided way that she would get it, and 
walked on, he not resisting her. As she 
rose from picking up the book her hus­ 
band fell as if shot from a catapult at 
her teet. He fell on his back, and im­ 
mediately Curtis jumped on him, both 
his knees being m the abdomen of 
Engel. He then, grasped him by the 
throat with both hands and choked 
Engel until he was black in the face, his 
lower jaw fell open his mouth and 
his eyes protruded. Mrs. Engel tugged 
away at her brother until she succeeded 
in 
taking his left 
hand 
from 
her 
hnsband’s 
throat, 
but 
he 
still held on by his right hand. 
Curtis then struck the woman a blow 
with his left hand and hurled her away 
from him. 
Then she called aloud for 
help. Curtis thereupon let go his hold, 
got up and walked away. 
Mrs. Curtis 
thought Engel was killed, but after a bit 
he revived, and Bhe led him to the 
house. Engel said two or three times 
that he would kill Curtis. He asked for 
h:s shot gun, and went to the barn to get 
it; but ehe followed him and persuaded 
him to leave it where it was. They re­ 
turned to the house, and Engel paced up 
and down the room. Mrs. Engel went 
in the next room, and a short time after 
she heard her husband say “There he 
comes.” She saw an object shoot past 
the window in the gloaming, and went to 
the door of the room where her 
husband was. 
As 
she 
reached 
it her brother came in the door 
in the light of a lamp that streamed out 
of a pantry. 
At the same moment 
Engel crosoed the room, coming from a 
bath-room door, with a rifle in his hand 
that was usually placed there. 
He 
crossed in front of her as she stood in 
the door. As Curtis came in he cried 
out, in loud and angry tones, “God, 
Phillip 
.” She could not hear the 
rest of the sentence. Engel held the 
rifle in his right hand, with his hand 
close to the guard and trigger. Both 
Mrs. Engel and her husband called to 
Curtis, “Do not come in here.” He 
paid no attention to the warning, but 
came straight towards Ecgel. His eyes 
were angry, and in a moment he W3S 
close up to the muzzle of the rifle. 8he 
heard no report, bat she saw the flash of 
the fire, and both men fell to the floor. 
Curtis was dead before he could spoak 
a syllable. Engel roso from the floor 
and went into another room, where the 
first words he said were: “ I have shot 
him. 
I would shoot any maa who 
choked me.” 
Mrs. Engel made a splendid witness. 
W ith the spirit of a Portia she eat with 
the nerve of a hero and told her terrible 
story. She appeared to stand between 
her dead brother and her living hus­ 
band, and to try to mete oat even­ 
handed justice in her testimony as im­ 
partially as if she were not personally 
interested in the affair. Yet she was 
moved to the depths of her nature at 
many points in tne recital. 
Her whole 
frame quivered as the tears rose to her 
eyes and choked her voice. She would 
resolutely overcome her emotion and go 
on with the story of 
the kill­ 
ing 
pf her 
brother. 
In her 
cross • examination she 
gave the 
hardest testimony of any witness 
against her husband, although she was 
put on by the defense. Her statements 
that Engel said after the choking that 
he would kill Curtis, his going to the 
barn for the gnn, his having the rifle 
ready for Curtis’s return, and his state­ 
ment after the killing that he had shot 
him and would shoot anyone who choked 
him, show motive, premeditation and 
malice in a very bad way. 
Engel himself is the only material 
witness after his wife. His Btay will be 
short. It will recite the same facts as 
Mrs. Engel told, and will go on to say 
that in Engel’s opinion Curtis tried to 
kill him, that Curtis thought he had 
killed him, and that Engel’s survival of 
the choking, he had returned to finish 
the job, and that Engel shot in self­ 
defense. 


—Temple, Second and Seventh, and pro­ 
perly distributed for public convenience. 
The question of traffic streets is an im­ 
portant one also. Temple street and 
Second street afford only a parall grade 
for heavy teams, but sufficient for car­ 
riage ways. 
There remain three possi­ 
ble avenues for traffic. They are First 
Third and Sixth, both Ward and Orange 
etreets, se rv in as western extensions for 
Sixth street travel. First street is sus­ 
ceptible of either a cut to a traffic grade 
or a tunnel. It is better to leave the hill 
and tunnel through it. Third street, 
from Hope to Hill street, is a natural 
tunnel way. If both First and Third 
streets were tunneled they would afford 
excellent approaches to the city from the 
back country coming in off of Temple by 
way of Union avenue or Lake Shore ave­ 
nue on to First street, or if desiring to 
enter tho city further south, coming 
along Second ptreet to Pearl, would lead 
direct through Third street tunnel or 
down to Sixth street. Third street, is 
now being graded west of Pearl, and if a 
tunnel ware cut through Third street it 
would afford a direct ronte for a large 
population. We cannot have all of those 
good things at one time, but they will 
all come in their own time. 
The new scheme now before the Coun­ 
cil to cut Second street to a traffic grade 
of 1 in 25, 4 in a hundred, with a tunnel 
from Hill to Hope stieets—a fill of 23 
feet at Pearl street, and a continuous fill 
to Second-street park, in front of which 
is a fill of 17 feet, and at the corner of 
First street and Belmont aveDne a cut of 
18 feet and so on west, catting as much 
as 35 feet and filling proportionately, to 
the city limits. There will be some prop­ 
erty to condemn, very much to be dam­ 
aged, beautiful hill sites to be brought 
low and a lung time to carry ont the 
scheme, eo that it will work confiscation 
to many and profit to hut few, involving 
as it will at least three years in time and 
a half million of dollars. It seems im­ 
practicable, unnecessary and very UDjust 
in many instances. Many who signed 
the petition under a misapprehension of 
the facts are now signing counter peti­ 
tions. We have been taxed for bridges 
to the East Side, now why not tax the 
whole city for approaches to the West 
Side?

A p p ro ach es to th e W est E n d . 
The vexed question of approach to the 
hills west of the city seems to be of in­ 
terest to a large portion of the resident 
and business population of the city. 
History is a standing evidence of the 
outcome of the western portion of every 
city. 
Also, all elevated portions of 
every large city become the most desira­ 
ble residence sites. 
Basing my views 
upon these established facts, 1 conclude 
that the question of approach to the city 
is an important one. Having resided six 
years on the Hills west within the city 
limite, 1 am of the opinion that no one 
avenue will be sufficient. Temple street 
has been graded and is now accommo­ 
dated with a good cable railroad system. 
The grade is all sufficient when a drain­ 
age for the surface water is provided. 
Let it remain for cable road purposes 
mainly. Second street has been graded 
for a cable road and a road operated on 
it. The grade is deficient from Pearl to 
Figueroa street. The city is willing to 
regrade that portion at the ex­ 
pense of the city and immediately 
we are told that a committee has ten­ 
dered an offer of thirty thousand dollars 
as a bonus for the construction atid oper­ 
ating of a cable road over the old line. 
As this committee is composed of mem­ 
bers of the Los Angeles Improvement 
Company, who constructed the road in 
1885, and who received a bonus of thirty 
thousand dollars, it is presumed that the 
present offer embraces that original 
bonus which was received for the pur­ 
pose of contracting and operating the 
road. A failure to operate the road 
works a forfeiture of that bonus, and the 
present offer to return it to the channel 
for which it waa intended is an act of 
justice, and merits the approval of all 
who were induced to invest in the hills 
because of that road. The regrading 
and proper grading of the street, from 
Pearl to Figueroa, by the city, and the 
construction of a cable line as far as the 
etreat is now graded, would provide the 
western hills with three linea of cable roed

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WORLD’S FAIR DAY. 


The Fair Bills Discussed in 
the House. 


OB EAT INTEREST MANIFESTED. 


The 
Fonr H iral Cities’ Respective 
Claims Advocated by Able 
Representatives.

W a sh in g t o n, February 20.—By special 
order, today was set apart by tke House 
for debate on the report of the committee 
on World’s Fair. 
The galleries were 
well filled with spectators. The usual 
preliminary routine business was trans­ 
acted without show of impatience. A 
message from the President was read 
relative to the Sisaeton and Wahperton 
Indian agreement. 
Morrill, of Kansas, presented the con­ 
ference report on the Senate bill to in 
crease the pensions of helpless soldiers. 
The agreement makes the proposed in­ 
creases take effect from the date of the 
passage of the bill, on the issue of a 
surgeon’s certificate. 
Morrill explained 
th at the bill involved the expenditure of 
from $400,000 to $450,000 for this year 
The report was adopted. 
THE W ORLD’S FAIR MATTER. 
Candler, of Massachusetts, explained 
how the time was to be divided—one 
hour to the chairm an (himself) and one 
hour to each of the four contending 
cities. Tomorrow the opponents of any 
bill were to have one hour, and the re­ 
m ainder of the day was to be divided be­ 
tween the representatives of the four 
contending cities. 
Mills, of Texas, demanded half of the 
tim e in behalf of the opponents of the 
bill. 
Candler offered to give the opposition 
two hours, hut Mills did not think this a 
fair division. 
The Speaker said the question was two­ 
fold : First, as to whether a fair should 
be held; second, at what point. The 
chair thought the debate should be so 
arranged as to give full information to 
the House upon the point it desired 
explainep. 


THE DEBATE OPENED. 
Candler took the floor and opened 
the debate. 
He proceeded to explain in 
part the provisions of the two bills. One 
was intended for use in case the fair 
should go to New York, Chicago or St. 
Louis, and provided for the appropria­ 
tion by the Government of $2,500,000 to 
make its own exhibit. 
The other was 
drawn to m eet the requirements in case 
the tair was located at Washington. 
If 
held here the money would bo raised by 
the District Government by the issue of 
bonds. 
Flower, of New York, followed on be­ 
half of New York. 
Flower was followed by Moore, of New 
Ham pshire, Covert, Cummings, Tracy 
and Quinn, all of New York, in favor of 
New York. 
H itt then opened the debate for Chi­ 
cago. 
H itt was followed by Adams, of Illi­ 
nois, in favor of Chicago. 
H itt and Adams, Lawler and Taylor, 
of Illinois, 
McCreary, of Kentucky, 
Gutcheon and Ohipman, of Michigan, 
and Perkins, of Kansas, set forth the 
claims of Chicago, and Frank Niedring- 
haus, Stone and Dockery, of Missouri, 
Breckinridge, of Arkansas, and Caruth, 
of Kentucky, those of St. Louis. 
McComas, of M aryland, Lee, of Vir­ 
ginia, Coleman, of Louisiana, and Comp­ 
ton and Stockbridge, of M aryland, spoke 
in favor of Washington, and the House 
adjourned.

Bur w hile th e outfall sew er an d the 
storm d rain s w ill be defeated in M arch 
as th ey were in A ugust, th e inside system 
w ill carry by a v ery large vote.

taxp ay ers recognize th a t th e re is a large 
area of th e city w here population has 
so increased w ith in th e p a st ten years as 
to need sew ers.

In d eed , th is action, taken w ith tk e 
open rebellion of such papers as th e 
Lowell Courier an d Boston Advertiser 
am ong th e stalw art, thick and th in p ar­ 
tisan journals, is an unm istakable Bign 
of a b reach th a t w ill w iden ra th e r th an 
heal a t once. 
F o r one, better th an th e 
old-tim e R epublican leaders, sees the 
tendency to th e spectacular in politics 
on th e ir side. 
Tw o years ago Foraker 
w as th e idol of th e party because he 
w as able to say and do striking things. 
E ven in th e C hicago convention he was 
th e h u rrah candidate w hom th e sober 
elem ent of h is party openly feared and 
secretly despised. 
N othing, how ever 
less than th e m erited disgrace, th a t has 
overtaken h im , could have rel-gated 
him to th e place he deserved to hold 
before th e people. 
H alstead th e p ictur­ 
esque w ord-painter, Ingalls th e percus­ 
sion orator—th e F rench w ould call him 
a poseur,—C h an d ler th e New H am pshire 
office-broker, each one of these, in tu rn , 
is passing from public view an d losing 
every quality of safe leadership, even in 
his own party a t home.

CRIMES RESULTING THEREFROM 


A Railway President Favers Govern­ 
mental Control of tbe 
Railroads. 


Assoolatod Prosa DlBDatches to the Hkrald. 
W a sh in g to n , February 20.—There was 
a warm debate in tbe Senate today over 
Chandler’s resolution calling on the At­ 
torney General for information as to the 
killing of Depnty Marshal Saunders in 
Florida. Pasco, of Florida, made an 
address. Ho had read newspaper com­ 
ments and docnments denunciatory of 
tbe conduct .d * ih *ret;t' r o! ths F^ ~ ! 
Court of the NorthernDistrict of Florida, 
and its officers. These representations, 
he said, might throw some light on the 
causes leading up to the killing. He 
offered an amendment directing the At 
torney General to inform the Senate 
whether any effort had been made 
to correct the action of the officers of the 
court, which resulted in partisan jaries, 
etc.Hawley followed, speaking warmly. 
He resented Pasco’e reference to Deputy 
8aunders as not a good man,as giving the 
inference that there would not have been 
much objection to the killing if it could 
have been done in a lees objectionable 
way. He wished Pasco to understand 
distinctly that his speech was regarded 
by the Republican Senators asan attempt 
to make a sort of left-handed apology for 
the murder and evade an investigation. 
Call spoke of outrages committed by 
Federal officers in Florida, and said it 
was such that led misguided men to re­ 
tort to lawless acts. 
The Senator from 
New Hampshire (Chandler) was respon­ 
sible for murders in Florida and the de­ 
struction of tbe happiness of households 
there by emissaries of his. 
Chandler said many indictments had 
been found in Florida, and attempts had 
been made to arrest and try the offend­ 
ers. 
The Democrats of Florida, as a 
body, in the section of the State where 
these election frauds were committed, 
were engaged in the defense of those 
criminals, by killing witnesses and Dep­ 
uty Marshals, and there was in that 
section of the State an absolute rebellion 
against and defiance of the laws of the 
United States. 
Continuing his remarks, Chandler said 
the Governor of Florida and the Sena­ 
tors of that State, instead of trying to 
secure the arrest and punishment of the 
criminals, are here trying to prevent the 
confirmation of the Judge, District Attor­ 
ney and Marshal whose business it is to 
punish election frauds in the State of 
Florida, if they can do so by lawful 
means. 
Pasco’s amendment was laid on the 
table and Chandler’s resolution was 
agreed to. 
A N A TIO N A LIST I OJEA. 
A R ailw ay President W ants tlie 
Sorernm ent t« Own the Roads. 
C h ica g o , 
February 20.—President 
Blackstone, of the Alton road, today 
issued the annual report of the operations 
of that company, and also treating at 
great length the subject of legislation. 
He asserts that all railroad property has 
been y-oatly oppressed bv State and Gov­ 
ernment legielation. He says: “We 
should not complain unless prepared to 
suggest a remedy,” and goes on to outline 
a suggestion that the United StateR shall 
acquire the ownership of the railroads 
now us?d in interstate traffic, such rail­ 
roads to be acquired by the exercise of 
the right of eminent domain or pur­ 
chase. 
For the purchase he suggests 
the issue of Government bonds bearing 
three per cent., redeemed by the annual 
application of a sinking fund equal in 
amount to one per cent, of the bonds is­ 
sued. The* annual interest and sinking 
fund will be paid from the net earnings 
of the roads and rates reduced from year 
to year to provide no more money than is 
needed for the payments. Other details 
are elaborated at length. Among them 
is a proposal that the Government roads 
and the making of rates be vested in a 
National Board of Railway Directors, 
and that employees, after one year’s ser­ 
vice, shall not be subject to discharge 
without cause and proper investigation.
